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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 1-5 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tomic (US 6,293,701). Tomic discloses a closing slider having a couple of side legs (Fig 
17, 419 and 418), a center leg (416) having a length not reaching the zipper (See Fig 1), 
a couple of slits (between 419 and 416 and between 418 and 416) made in the top of 
the slider and extending to a side of the slider, the slits being adapted to receive the 
flaps of the plastic bag (in order to run along the bag and open and close the bag). 
Tomic further discloses each side leg comprising two bulges (Fig 18, 404 and 378) 
bulging inward to limit upward and downward movement of the slider, the bulges having 
ends that have been partly cut of (insofar as the limitation denotes any structure), the 
slit being located in a top surface of the slider between the center leg and side leg. With 
respect to claim 2, Tomic discloses a closing slider having a couple of side legs (Fig 3, 
172 and 174), a center leg (194) having a length not reaching the zipper (See Fig 1), a 
side portion of the center leg protruding from the side legs and exposed, the side 
portions of the side legs being partly cut off, wherein the exposed portion of the center 
leg is capable of guiding the flaps of the plastic bag onto the slider, meeting the 
functional limitations of applicant's claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed June 24, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the slider of Tomic is not used the same 
manner as applicant's Invention. While this is true, the slider of Tomic has all the 
claimed structure of applicant's invention and is capable of being used in a functionally 
identical manner to applicant's claimed invention. The slits and center protrusion of 
Tomic are capable of being used to guide the flaps of the bag into the correct position 
on the slider, as such, reading on applicant's newly added functional limitations. 
Furthermore, as noted above, Tomic discloses bulges to limit upwards and downwards 
motion of the slider, meeting the limitations of applicant's newly added claims. As such, 
applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Conclusion
